1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or teach the claimed aircraft 
cooling system and method comprising two refrigeration machines operating one at a 
time for the same amount of time, the machines cooling a fluid in a refrigeration 
transport system that connects the machines to a refrigeration consumer on the aircraft, 
and a bypass line and shut-off valve therein for forcing all of the refrigerating agent to 
the consumer to control the output of the cooling system.
